He Defends the Management of 
the Penitentiary. 


Why the Jefferson City Institution Does 
Not Receive United States 
Prisoners. 


Maj. Jas. R. Willis, Warden of the Mis- 
souri Stave Penitentiary, arrived in the city 
this morning and registered at the Planters’ 
House. The Penitentiary, it will be remem- 
bered, was for many years the white elephant 
of every administration, until in the inaug- 
uration of needed reforms it developed into 
a sort = side-ornament. For three 


years ossible complaint was 
entered aquinet ts management or its con- 
duct, but within the past six months numerous 
events have transpired to make some expiana- 
tion necessary. Reference is more especially 
made toarecent order from the Attorney- 
General of the United States for the incar- 
ceration of United States prisoners in the 
Southern Illinois Penitentiary at Chester, in- 
stead of in the Missouri Penitentiary. 
This order naturally led to considera- 
ble comment, not always of a 
complimentary nature. In order to obtain 
an inside view ofthe situation areporter of 
the PosT-DISPATCH this morning sent up 
his card to Major Willis and requested an 
interview. Shortly thereafter the warden 
descended to the rotunda and pleasantly in- 

quired: 

‘*W bat can I do for you?” 

“Youmay explain why the Government 

prisoners were ordered away from the Mis- 
souri Penitentiary?’ 

“*The simple explanation is that we refused 
to receive any more and declined the terms 
upon which they were tendered us by the 
Government.”? 

‘*By whom was the tender made?”? 

‘‘Here is a letter that shows how, when 
and upon what conditions we were offered 
prisoners. I shall read it: 


DEPARTMENT OF JUSTICE, 

WASHINGTON, May 4, 1882. 

J. R. Willis, Esq., Warden Missouri Peni- 
tentiary, Jefferson City, Mo. 

Sir—Referring tothe conversation which 
Mr. Haight, of this departmeat, had with your 
representative upon his recent visit to 
your institution relative to keeping 
United States prisoners upon the same terms 
as are now made with the principal peniten- 
tiaries of the country, that is, to feed, clothe, 
guard, furnish medical attention, and upon 
their cischarge to NG. oes the prisoners to 
the points from which they were taken, free 
of all expvensé to the Government, I beg to 
inquire as to your decision in the matter be- 
fore action is taken in the premises. 

Very respectfully,

General Agent.” 


“There,’’ continued Maj. Willis, s*thatis 


the offer madé to us by the Government four 
weeks ago, and which we declined.” 

‘“‘For what reason?” 

‘*In the firsc place the Missouri Penitentiary 
is overcrowded, and there is no shop room to 
work the excess pees zy, 


The smorseas - 
eee a se 180 fr Stree den 
to June, and the 
now confined is 1,343, being the 
largest showing of prisoners since 
the first day I assumed the management, 
neariy six years ago. With this number to 
care for and atténd to it is simply a matter of 
impossibility to receive any raore United 
States prisonera, unless upon terms that 
would meet their expenses. The Govern- 
ment has heretofore paid twenty-five cents a 
day for its prisoners in our institution. The 


cost of maintaining each is about twenty- 
eight cents a day, but with a 
shortage in State prisoners we 


could equalize matters by giving them con- 
stant employment. With a superabundance 
of State prisoners, it can be easily understood 
whv we cannot receive Government prison- 
ers upon the terms offered, and that the Gov- 
ernment cannot offer more because other 
penitentiaries are in a position to take its 
prisoners for nothing. And, again, look at 
another matter: The Government sends us 
a large number of Indians, convicted at 
Kt. Smitn, and sentenced to imprisonment 
for only two, four, aix, eight, 
ten and twelve months. To receive them now, 
in our present crowded condition, would be 
to lose three cents a day each, and $25 each on 
their transportation. I think the reasons, 
therefore, are sufficient for our declining the 
offers made by the Government.’ 

‘How does the Chester Pentbations re- 
| ery these prisoners for less money?” 

“The Joliet Penitentiary is recognized 
2 being the older and more 
favored, and consequently has the 
best selections of State prisoners, with ample 
faciii\ies for their care and employment. The 
Chester Penitentiary is young and cannot 
bave over 400 inmates. It is just about as 
cheap to maintain 600 prisoners as 400, and 
doubtless the contractors demand more 
laborers within the walls. With these con- 
ditions the Chester penitentiary could profit- 
ably keep the Government prisoners without 
any compensation at al|.”? 

Maj. Wiliis is accompanied here by his 
daughters ana will remain in the city severa! 

He is engaged in purchasing supplies 
and making contracts therefor.

LONDON, June 1.—The Times says: Yes- 
terday the French Cabinet proposed and 
England agreed to recommend the Powers 
and Turkey to hold a conference at Constan- 
tinople, tosettle the Egyptian question on the 
basis of the status quo, ramely: The main- 
tenence of the sovereignty of the Sultan, the 
position of the Khedive, the liberties of the 
Egyptians as guaranteed by a firm and pru- 
dent development there inthe stations and 
observances of international agreements.

LONDON, June 1.—Forwood, the late 
Mavor of Liverpool, writes the Times his ex- 
perience during the recent Fenian activity 
convinces him the outragesin Ireland are 
perpetrated by the hirelings of a smal] knot 
of Fenians in America. To suppress these 
he says American co-operation is indispens- 
able. This .can only be secured by showing 
thatthe American conspirators are a dis- 
tinct organization fromthe Irish Nationals, 
and can be dealt with without interfering 
with the Irish vote. Engiand has the right 
to ask America to strangle Fenianism inthe 
place of its birth.

THE STRIKE BEGUN. 
Fires Put Out at the Rolling Mills 
and the Men Quit Work.

The Situation at the Various Mills—No 
Trouble Feared—Labor Trou:- 
bles Elsewhere. 


The iron-workers who form what may be 
called the St. Louis contingent of the Amal- 
gamated Association of lron-workers have 
struck, and the consequence is that everv 
bar-mull in the city, excepting one, has put 
out its fires and ceased running. The single 
exception noted is the MacDonald Mill, 
at Main and Miller streets. The Mac- 
Donalds employ at present 160 men, but 
in busy seasons they give employment to as 
many as 230. All of these men are non- 
union men except five or six. It was re- 
ported at the Helmbacher mill that the Mac- 
Donalds had lit up this morning, but that the 
strikers had foreedthem to shut down al- 
most immediately. This proved to be a mis- 
take, however. A POST-DISPATCH reporter 
visited the office of the Messrs, MacDon- 
ald at 10 o’elock this morning 
and learned from the senior member 
of the firm that the strikers had not put in an 
appearance, the men coming to work this 
morning as usual, uuien men and ali, and 
inetters were progressing as smoothly as 
heretofore. Mr. MacDona!d stated that his 
men are perfecttv well satisfied with the 
wages thev receive and have not made any 
demand for an increase. ‘This is the only mill 
in the city which ‘employs non-union men. 
Most of the men working here have learned 
their business at this mill and 
are just as anxious to keege out 
ofthe Amalgamated Association as their 
employers are to keep them. The Helm- 
bacher Forge and Bolling Mill shut down 
their dampers yesterday afternoon, and 200 
men laid down their tools aud went quietly 
bome., The managers of the works wili con- 
tinus to operate their large upright bammer 
and their blacksmith shop, both of which are 
independent concerns and will not be affected 
by the strike. About fiftv men are needed to 
keep these two devartments going. The 
Laciede Rolling Mills in North St. Louis 
closed at 2 o’clock this morning, and about 
600 men ceased work. The Laciede Foundry, 
operated by the same company, will continue 
operations. The St. Louis Boit and Iron 
Company in East st. Louis, held a meeting 
with their operators vesterdav, and came to 
an apparentiy satisfactorv arrangement, for 
the fires were lighted as usual this morning; 
at 9 o’clock, however, they were put out and 
the men quit work. ‘The reporter met Evan 
T. James, avery intelligent workingman, 
who is a puddiler inthe emplov ofthis com- 
pany, this morning, and questioned him con- 
cerning the situation. 

* Tlow long will the strike be likely to last?” 

‘Just as long as the manufacturers refuse 
our demands. We insist that we shall be

Thev siyneda 
scale of wages higher than Pitisburg, al- 
thouga heretofore Wheeling has been paying 
lower wages than Pittsburg.” i 

The Harrison Wire Company have not quit 
work and do not expect to be affected by the 
strike. The company is not manufacturing 
its own rodsinits rolling mil! at present, 
but buys them in Europe instead, and inas- 
much as the wire business is entirely distinct 
from the business which is conducted in the 
milis Whose operations are interrupted by the 
strike, the managers do not anticipate tbat 


they will be included in the 
programme of the strikers. It is 
a rule of the Amalgamated 


associstion that managers shali have at least 
one week’s time in which to consider the 
proposition of the strikers, and the Harrison 
Wire Company have as vet received po notifi- 
cation of any kind from the egents of the 
order. Hence they expect no trouble. 

IN CHCAGO, 

TRONDALE, SOUTH CHICAGO, June 1—The 
men at the JIrotidale Mills are all out on 
strike. A dispatch has just been received 
from Mr. Jarrett, Presicent of the Amal- 
gamated Association of Ironworkers, statirg 
he will {be there to-day.

There are very few Catholics in St. Louis 
who do not know Rev. Patrick J. Gleason, 
rector of the Holy Name Parish in North St. 
Louis. On account 6f the energy and ad- 
dress which thig well-known pastor has dis- 
played in different difficult fields of labor 
he has acquired a reputation asa church-debt 
payer, which was one of the reasons for his 
| assignment to the Church of the Holy Name, 
which is a little edifice almost within the 
shadow of the great Water Tower, 
on Grand avenue. He has been 
there now for several years, and 
now, suddenly, while his work was prosper- 
inginevery detail and the finances of the 
chureb were coming into a most satisfactory 
condition, be has been suspended by 
Archbishop Kenrick, and has departed to 
Rome to lay his case and his appeal for justice 
at the feet of the supreme pontiff of the 
Catholic Church.

He professed the 
utmost repentance for his sin, but said he 
was ubable to undo the wrong. he had 
done the poor gir), as he was already a mar- 
ried man. He offered to acknowledgs the 
paternity of the child and to provide for its 
support, and went further and offered to turn 
over to Miss Proctor ail the money he had in 
the world. The father of the girl 
agreed to this last proposition, and 
the stonemason paid over to him something 
over $500, and agreed to send money to Father 
Gieason from time to time to pay the child’s

How the Latter-Day Saints Build Up 
Communities. 
Salt Lake City Letter to New Yorx World. 

«Logan is the chief Mormon settlement in 
the Cache Valley, and is _ situated about 
eighty miles to the north of Sait Lake City. 
Population rather over 4,000.” 

Such is the ordinary formulaof the guide 
hook. Butif I had to describe it in few 
words I should say this: “‘Logan is without 
any parallel, even among the. wonders of 
Western America, for rapidity of growth, 
combined with general prosperity and tranr 
quility. Population rather over 4,000, every 
man owning hisown farm. Police force, two 
men—partially occupied during the year in 
agriculture on their ownaccount. N. B.— 
No police on Sundays or on meeting evenings, 
as both of the force are otherwise engaged,’’ 
And writing sincerely I must say that I have 
seen nothing in America yet that hasso pro- 
foundly impressed me with the glorious part 
which this country is taking among the na- 
tions, as this Mormon settlement of Logan. 
It is not merely that the industry of men and 
women, penniless emigrants a few years ago, 
has made the valley surpassing in its beauty, 
has niled the great levels that stretch 
from mountain to mountain with delightful 

armsteads, groves of orchard trees and 
fhe perpetual charm of crops; has brought 
down the river from its idleness in the 
egnons to busy itself in channels and countless 
water-ways With the irrigation and culture of 
field and garden; to lend its strength to the 
milis which saw up the pines that crow on its 
native mountains, and grind the corn for the 
4treen thousand souls that live in the valley, 
gud to he!pin a hundred ways to make men 
and women and children happy and comfort- 
able, to beautify their home and reward their 
industry. Ali thisis on the surface and can 
he seen at once by anyone. ‘*But there is 
much more than mere fertily and beauty in 
Logan and its surroundings, for it is a town 


-yithout crime, a town witnout drunken- 


ness! With this knowledge one looks again 
evertbe wonderful place, and what a new 
significance every feature of the landscape 
now possesses! The clear streams,perpetual- 
ly industrious in their loving care of lowland 
and meadow and orchard, and 80 cheery, too, 
in their incessant work, are a type of the men 
and women themselves; the placid cornfields 
ving in bright!evels about the houses are 
not more tranquil than the lives of the peo- 
ple; the tree-crowded orchards and stack- 
f.ed yardsare eloquent of universal ,« plen- 
tr, the cattle loitering in the pasture con- 
tented, the foals all running about in the 
roads, While the wagons which their mothers 
sre drawing stand at the shop door or field 
vaie, strike the new-comer as delightfully 
sicnificant of a simple country life of mutual 
contidence and universal security. 

Leter on I was driven through the town to 
the Temple. The wide roads are all avenued 
with trees, and behind trees, each in its own 
garden or orchard or jot of farm land, stood a 
ceaseless succession of cottace houses. Here 
and there a gvilla,’? but the great majority 
“eottages.’’ Notthe dog-kennels in which 
the Irisn peasantry are content to grovel 
through life solone as they need not work 
and can bavetheir whisky. Not the hovels 
which in some parts of rural England house

township ofan equal prosperity and a uni- 
versal comfort. Everv nan I metin the 
street or saW in the field owned the house he 
livedin and the ground that his railings 
bounded, and they were his by right of pur- 
chase, the earnings of the work of his own 
two hands. No wonder they demean them- 
selves like men. 

The Logan police force isa good-tempered 
looking young man. There is another to 
help him, but if they had not something else 
to do they would either have to keep on ar- 
resting each other, to pass the time, or else 
combine to hunt gophers and chipmunks. As 
it is, they combine other functions of private 
uivantage With the constabulary perform- 
ances and thus justify their existence. As 
one explanation of the absence of crime, 
there is not a singie license for Jiquor in the 
town ' 

Once upon a time there were three saloons 
But one night a rowdy passing 
through the town shot the voung Mormon 
who kept one of them, whereat the townfo!lk 
lynched the murderer and suppressed the 
saloons. After a while licenses were again 
issued, but a six months’ experiment showed 
that the five arrests of the previous half year 
had increased under the saloon system to 
fifty-six; so the town suppressed the licenses 
avain, and so to-day you can not buy any 
liquor in Logan, I am told, however, that an 
apostate Who is in business in the town car- 
ries on a more or less clandestine distribution 
of strong drinks, but any accident resulting 
therefrom, another murder for imstance, 
would probably put an end to his trade for- 
ever, for it isnot only the Mormon leaders 
butthe Mormon people that refuse to take 
drunkards among them. 

These facts about Logan are a sufficient 


refutation of the calumny so often repeated . 


by apostates and Gentiles, that the Mormons 
arenetthe sober people they profess to be. 
The rules now in force in Log@m were once in 
gee in Sait Lake City, but thanks to reform- 
ing Gentiles there are plenty of saloons and 
At one time there 
Were none, but finding the sale inevitable, the 
Chureh tried to regulate it by establishing 
theirown shops and obtaining an ordinance 
forbidding it tobe sold elsewhere. But the. 
Federal Judge refused their application. So 
the city rai-ed the saloon license to $3,600 per 
annum. Yet in spite of this enormous tax 
two or three bars managed to thrive, and 
eventually numbers of other men, encour- 
aged by the conduct of the courts, opened 
drinking-saloons, refused to pay the license, 
and defied, and still defy, all efforts of the 
city to bringthem under control. In Logan, 
however, there are still the days of no drink, 
aud therefore very little crime.

The Circus in New'England. 
From the New York Times. 


There was a time when in New England a 
circus was looked upon as an immoral enter- 
tainment, well calculated to lead the mind of 
the country boy into the flowery path of vice. 
The Sunday-school books of a generation ago 
contained appailing accounts of the terrible 
fate that overtook small boys who only went 
so far as to gaze on a circus parade as it went 
through the village streets. The moral to be 
deduced was that to preserve the innocence of 
children it was necessary to shut them up in 
back rooms whena circus procession went by; 
otherwise they were quite likely to 
fall victims to the machinations of the 
evil one. In a number of the New Eng- 
land towns these parades and subse- 
quent exhibitions were prohibited as be- 
ing prejudicial to public morality. It was 
not the least of the brilliant exploits of Mr. 
Barnum that he succeeded in thoroughly 
eradicating this superstition. The method 
adopted was the simple one of pretending that 
his exhibition was not one of the godless cir- 
ecuses, but an eminently moral show, which 
should be attended by Sunday schools, in 
order thatthe children might be informed 
concerning the natural history of the Bible. 
By this means the local interdictions which 
restea On circus performances were one by 
one taken off. ithin the last year or two 
attempts, more or less successful, 
have been made to revive these pro- 
hibitions. The defense for this action has 
been removed from areligious to an economic 
ground. In the town of Northampton, 
Mass., where a prohibitory law of this kind 
is in force, its advocates assert that it is nec- 
essary to prevent a great loss to the town of 
ready money. When a circus comes itis 
visited by almost all of the men, women and 
children of the townand the surrounding 
country. As a consequence, the proprietors 
of the show pocket a large amount of money, 
and for weeks after the circus has gone trade 
at Northampton languishes on account of the 
absence of the money which has been thus 
dissipated. if the speedy advent of a circus 
had been looked for it might have been diflicult 
to pass a vote prohibiting the popular show by 
the town meeting; but taking advantage of 
a revulsion in pubtic feeling, such a vote was 
passed, and, uniess it has been very recently 
repealed, is stillin force. This is a species of 
protective tegislation which a community can 
bind itself to if it desires, but it would hardly 
seem ta be necessary. One would suppose 
that the tradesmen at Northampton would 
profit by, and hence welcome,a form of enter- 
tainment that drew into their town thousands 
of peoylie from the country for miles around, 
thus tempting theM to make purchases which 
they otherwise would not think ef making. 
It is also pretty certain that a considerable 
part of the money that the circus proprietors 
receive is spentin the place where It is taken 
in paying forthe board and lodgings of the 
attendants and the sustenance of the animals.

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Wine Making in Californla. 
From the San Francisco Bulletin. 

The increase in the size of vineyards is re- 
markable. Four years ago a plantation of 
200 acres Was considered a very large vine- 
yard. Now vineyards of 500 to 600 acres are 
common, and there has this year been planted 
one of 1,500 acres near Los Angeles. An ex- 
perienced viticuiturist zives it as his opinion 
that befere three vears we shall have vine- 
vards of 5,000 to 6,000 acres each. The pres- 
ent total number of acres under vines, he 
conjectures, is about 100,000, all of which 
will be bearing four years from 
now, with a possible production of 40,000,000 
to 50,000,000 gallons yearly. The prices of 
wines atthe vineyards varies according to 
quality of grape and the location of produc- 
tion. Must, or new wines, four months after 
vintage, selis at 20 cents to 50 cents a gallon 
for dry wines, red or white. Sweet wines at 
the cellars range from 55 cente to 75 cents a 
gallon. Tothis must be added 6 cents to 64s 
cents a gallon for the cask holding the wine. 
The price in the city isthe same, with freight 
charges added. Last year’s vintage produced 
9,000,000 gallons, but more than one-third 
was destroyed through frosts. The outlook 
for the next year’s crop is very good; but last 
year’s prices for grapes wiil not be main- 
tained.

AT THE NORTH POLE. 


Lieut. Danenhower Interviewed—Des- 
cription of His Romantic Experience 
in Freezing and Ihawing. 

Interview with Lieut. Danenhower im N.Y. Herald. 
The Lieutenant here tasted some delicious 

beef tea handed him by his mother (with a 

loving kiss in the bargain) and exclaimed, 

**Isn’t this glorious. I have seen so much ice 

lately that a little hot beef tea does me good. 

Think of it,’’ he exclaimed in a voice ot feel- 

ing, ‘*I have not seen my mother for thirty- 

nine months—what a timeit seems! How 
delightful it is to be here once more.” 

‘*T suppose you have suffered a great deal 
from the poverty of the food?”? was a remark 
that suggested itself as the Lieutenant at- 
— with no little zest, an enticing chicken 
salad. 

‘*Yes, but principally from the monotony 
of the food, from the fact that we never had 
anything new, any change to look forward 
to. 

“What was it that the party seemed to 
crave most eagerly?’’ 

‘A good beefsteak. How often we used to 
say how gloriously a ‘good beefsteak’ would 
taste to us.” 

**How did the provisions turn out?’’ 

“Very well indeed, generally speaking. 
The best proof that a good diet was preserved 
liesin the extraordinary health of all the 
crew, and that we never had scurvy. Our 
record is unprecedented in the history of 
Arctic expeditions. Capt. De Long and the 
doctor regulated the diet very carefully, and 
the resuit shows how well they did it, and is 
greatly to their credit.” 

“But how was it thatthe canned tomatoes 
poisoned some??? 

‘We took themintins supposed to be of 
the best quality, but the very first winter 
they became frozen, then thawed, froze again 
the second winter, and the cans turned black 
inside from the acid of the lead in the tin, 
which is poisonous. Glass jars for the toma- 
toes would have been better in that respect, 
but they were much dearer and liable to 
break.’ 

“Among all the privations of your Arctic 
sojourn which seemed to be feit the most?’’ 

“I think we werermore worried and de- 
pressed bythe sameness and dreariness of 
the scene—the utter solitude—than anything 
else. Togo upon deck every day and look 
out upon the same vast, endiess waste of ice 
—it was that which we appeared to feel the 
most. The utter monotony and dreariness, 
after a while. affected the spirits of some, 
and they would go aside, so as not to infect 
the otbers with their momentary depression. 
When the Indian came one day :and an- 
nounced ‘Me found a two-man house,’ the 
excitement caused by the novelty of the an- 
ticipation was something tremendous.’’ 

“And how did this depressing life affect the 
appearance of the men—did it blanch their 
hair, reduce their flesh, or were its effects 
otherwise perceptible?’ 

*Collin’s hair turned very grey before the 
retreat, but De Long, strange to say, grew 
quite stout; Collins also became stouter for 
a time, I think.’”’ 

‘*Was everybody welgnea?”’ 

“Yes, every month, and also physically ex- 
amined by the doctor. In the second winter 
everybody’s weight ran down very much. 
Collins and Melville were the two heaviest 
men, weighing about two hundred pounds 
each.”

‘‘During the first fall we used to play a 
good deal of football on the ice, when it was 
not too rough, and we also had a little skat- 
ing. Weenjoyed occasionally a good foot- 
race onthe ice. Collins was at his best in 
rifle matches. During the retreat he ren- 
dered admirable service bv shooting a num- 
ber of seals. We did not play much at cards, 
but read a good deal, sometimes novels, some- 
times scientific works, and between long 
chats we would indulge ina game of check- 
ers or chess. De Long often played chess 
with Chipp. Chipp was the better chess- 
player of _ the two and gener- 
ally won the game. Then at other times 
we would go out for long walks on the ice to 
exercise and watch the movements of the 
ice—a source of exhaustless interest to us. 
Captain De Long would sometimes harness 
ten or fifteen dogs toa sled for a drive, put- 
ting an Indian rnnner ahead. And thus the 
time wore on. The men were generally com- 
fortabie while in their quarters, anda they 
almostimperceptibly fell into a recular rout - 
ine of daily occupation as though they had 
been used to it all their lives.’’ 

“and during the twenty critical months 
while you were every day exposed to dis- 
aster 

‘*'Twenty-one months,’’ Lieutenant Danen- 
hower broke in, correcting. 

“Did you ever talk about the end? Was 
there any shadow or premonition of death 
among you?’’ 

‘*We talked aboutit a good dea!, but gener- 
al'y in a jocular way. Whenthings began to 
look thelr worat an expression frequently 
heard among us was, *There’s no chance even 
for Sherman's bummers to get throuch a 
place like this.” DeLong was slways cheer- 
ful, sanguine—never aliuded to such a thing 
as death. Apparently the thought never en- 
tered his head.” 

‘*Were vou badly frozen?’ 

‘‘No. Itaman takes care of himeelf in 
those regions he will get on all mght. I had 
my feet frozen once in Chicago, and, strange 
to say, I never did during this expedition. 
My cheeks and nose, though, were frozen.” 

**You were very kindly troated by the Rus- 
sian Government and the imperial family?” 

“Very kindiy, indeed. The Grand Duke 
Alexis kept me three-quarters of an hour 
answering his questions. It was, perhaps, a 
curious feature of the interview that I ad- 
dressed him simply as ‘sir,’ not as “Your 
Highness.’ I thought the formal appella- 
tion was unnecessary between naval men on 
such an occasion, and he did not seem to take 
itat all amiss. Atthe interview which I had 
with the Emperor and Empress at Gatchina 
I was very much surprised at the out-of-the- 
way corner of the palace in which they ap- 
peared to be stowed away, at the unpreten- 
tiousness of the apartment, and more than 
anything else, at the Empress’ real and eor- 
dially expressed sympathy with the fate of 
De Long.”

A Chinese Sunday-School., 
From the New York Sun. 


The Chinese Sunday-school class of the 
People’s Baptist chureh, in Fifty-third street, 
near Seventh avenue, gave an entertainment 
last evening. Both the body and the galleries 
of the b'g church were packed, standing 
people crowding all the aisies. When they 
app!auded they made a far louder noise than 
the elevated trains which were rushing at 
short intervals past the front windows. The 
eburch was so brightiy illuminated that 
many of the canary birds which were 
bung in gilded cages al! along. the 
edge of the gallery were tempted to chirp 
in a very spirited manner, and some of 
them even saug. Uponthe platform sat the 
Rev. Dr. ner 9 psstor of the church, and 
several invited guests. The reverend gentle- 
men were almost lost ina maze of oriental 
decoration. Sheetings of silk painted with 
brilliant figures depended behind them and 
on either side. Fiowers rose about their feet 
and almost smothered a fabulously polished 
upright pianoin one corner. Otner flowers 
hung low above their he¥ds in the shape of 
letters which went to make up a motto, and 
overflowing from queer baskets made in the 
form of torches such as are to be found painted 
in the corners of old-fashioned theatrical 
drop-curtains. The Chinese Sunday school 
class was strung in single file part way down 
one of the side aisles. It stood grave and 
motionless except as its members were called 
upon, and watched and listened to ali that 
was uttered with seemingly the most over- 
powering interest. 

The entertainment was opened by instru- 
mental music by six of the class ‘I'he instru- 
ments consisted of small, inoffensive-looking

horns and peculiar, but seemingly not un- 
friendly, or specially irresponsible fiddles. 
When, however, the musicians got to work 
the instruments deveioped a capacity to in- 
flict pain that was simply enormous. The 
audience, sitting with their fingers in their 
ears, looked both amused and grieved. 
Others of the class appeared upon the plat- 
form when the musicians had finished. 
Lung Henry read the 126th Psalm, Kong Gou 
read the fifteenth chapter of Luke, the class 
in concert sang a hymn and repeated the 
Lord’s Prayer, Lee Koon read the Ten Com- 
mandments and Kum Ling made a Chinese 
address. Six members of the class then 
dressed themselves in their native costume, 
burdened themselves with as many huge 
paste-board boxes, and working their way 
through the throng, smilingly distributed 
nosegays. More singing and Scriptural read- 
ing followed, and Ah Gee delivered a prayer 
in Chinese. A final burst of the Chinese in- 
strumental music closed the _ entertain- 
ment and dispersed the large audience with 
alacrity.

THE JUMEL HOUSE. : 


A New York Mansion With an Inter- 
esting History. 
From the New xork Tribune. 

Ou Wednesday next there will be an auc- 
tion sale of the Jumel property, an estate 
which is one of the most interesting parts of 
Manhattan Island. It has interest for the 
legal student, because it was once the subject 
of alawsuitin which many noted lawyers 
were engaged; for the speculator, for there 
is a large quantitv of valuable land to be sold 
ina portion of the city the possibilities of 
whose future can hardly be estimated; for 
the historian, because within the walls of the 
old mansion are many mementoes of a bygone 
time, and because it is associated with some 
of the chief characters of the history of this 
country during ene of its most interesting 
periods. The estate extends from One 
Hundred and Fifty-ninth street to One Hun- 
dred and Seventy-fifth street, and from Har- 
lem River to St. Nicholas avenue and the 
Kingsbridge road. The old mansion, which 
is situated on the southeasterly part of the 
ground, overlooks the Harlem River from a 
hill of considerable height. From the road- 
way in front ofthe house a view can be ob- 
tained which cannot be excelled in beauty 
and extent atany pointinthe city. Almost 
under the base of the hill is the nortnern 
terminus of the Metropolitan Elevated Road. 
Beyond this lies the river with its low banks, 
always enlivened by the movement of rowers 
out for practice. Inthe middle distance are 
the factories at Mott Haven and the upper 
portion of Harlem. 

The old mansion was builtin 1763 by Col. 
Roger Morris, who wasa fellow-soldier of 
Washington at Braddock’s defeat in the fol- 
lowing year. Col. Morris remained loyal to 
the King of England, and when the British 
evacuated New York, he and his wife having 
been included by the act of attainder passed 
by the Legislature in 1779, went to England 
and remained there untii they died. It was 
during the beginning of active operations 
around the upper end of Manhattan Island 
that Washington made _ this house bis head- 
quarters. From the cupola of the house, af- 
ter a basty crossing from Fort Lee, he watch- 
ed the movements of the enemy, His occu- 
pancy of the house was very brief,for fortune 
as that time favored the British and Wasbing- 
ton was obliged to make a hasty retreat. After- 
ward, when by the capture of Fort Washing- 
ton the whole island feil into the hands of 
the English, Gen. Knyphausen, commander 
of the Hessian forces, made it his head- 
quarters, and it was so used until November 
25, 1733. Wasbington was again at the old 
house in after yvears whenit was a tavern 
kept by Talmage Halt, who had just started 
a line of stages from Bostonto New York. 
The Rogers Mansion was the first stopping- 
place out of the city, and was noted for the 
beauty of the view which it commanded and 
the excellence ofthe table. Washington’s 
last Visit to the house,as shown by the record 
in his own diary, was on Saturday, July 10, 
1790, while he was President of the United 
States. 

The house passed through the hands of 
several owners in the next few years, but 
finally came intothe possession of Stephen 
Jumel, a wealthy Frenchman. His wife had 
formcriy been a Miss Poily Bowen, a native 
of Providence, R. I. She was celebrated in 
her day for her beauty; and the picture in the 
old house, painted in Rome when she had at- 
tained the age of eighty years, is thatofa 
woman of attractive appearance in a state of 
remarkable preservation. After Mr. Jumel 
had been a dead a few years, his widow mar- 
ried Aaron Burr, who thus became interested 
in an estate lying very neartotbe home of 
Alexander Hamilton, his victim in the duel at 
Weehawken in 1804. Years afterward the 
oldest son of Alexander Hamilton, by a eon- 
vevance made to him by Mme. Jume!l in 1834, 
acquired an interest in the property. He 
afterward conveyed his interest to a trustee 
for Mine. Jumel’s venefii, after her death to 
go to her niece and adopted daughter Mary, 
the wife of Nelson Chase, whog@is sti/l living. 
Mme. Jume! died in 1865. Immediately after- 
ward, owing tothe fact that the children of 
ber niece did not strictly adhere to the direc- 
tions of her wil], aremarkable series of law- 
suits was begun by a number of claimants to 
obtain possession of the estate. The litigs- 
tion continued for fifteen years and cost not 
less than $300,000, The claimants were de- 
feated. Two years ago a partition suit was 
begun by William Chase, son of Neilson Chase, 
and one of the children of Mme, Jumei’s 
niece. All the persons interested consenting, 
a judgment was given in June, 1881, directing 
a sale at public auction and a distribution of 
the proceeds. There are neariv 1,200 city lots 
in the property on the Harlem River. 


An Apple Man’s Estate. 
Froma New York Letter. 


The Robert Pell estate troubles now attract 
attention. Pell was afamous apple grower, 
and shipped more fruit to —— ports than 
any other man in America, is farm con. 
tained 2,000 acres, and was almost exclusive- 
lyan orchard. Ue was supposed to be very 
rich, and ounce meniioned to me his fine prop- 
erty inthe Fifth avenue. Since hie death, 
however, ities discovered that he has lived 
beyond his means, and was really insolvent. 
Coming down the Hudson on the dav oat 
several years ogo we stopped at the Hsopus 
for Pell’s family, which included a decrepid 
old lady, Who was carefuily e¢arried on 
board. That old lady, whose age is 90, and 
whose name is Louisa Troup, now appears as 
party toaijawsuit, the object of which isto 
save from execution that verv Fifth avenue 
estate. She is the oldest litigant in the 
court records of America. Pell told methat 
he expected to get a half million for the 
above-mentioned property, but now he is in 
his grave, and only the claim maintained by 
the old lady keepsit from the sheriff’s hand. 
The Pells were famous for their Newton pip- 
pins, Which were known in all the chief mar- 
kets in Europe, and brought the hichest 
price. Itseems strange that the proprietor 
of such an estate died poor, but this 
is, alas, too common a feature in social his- 
tory.

The cases against the Southern Hotel Com- 
pany, the Laclede, the Hotel Barnum, 
Hurst’s and otner housesffor violating the city 
ordinances? were up in the Court of Criminal 
Correction to-day and were continued by con- 
sent of both the city and defendants.

Prior to winding up the business of the 
term, Judge Thayer is hearing cases inyoly- 
ing the assets of the wrecked life insurance 
companies. To-day the Columbia receiver’s 
suit against the Life Association to 


recover $676,000 is before the court. This 
case has never been tried and was held back 
on the docket awaiting the resuit of other 


| suitsin the Supreme Court. The Columbia 


receiver seeks to recover the assets valued as 
above received from the Columbia estate by 
the Life Association as the consideration for 
assuming about 3,000 policies of the Colum- 


_ bia. These were computed upon the basis of 
6 per cent reserve. 


The assets consisted of 
notes and reai estate loans,and,while the nom- 
Inal value of the assets thus transferred 
Was about $676.000, the actual vaiue of the 


_ property which is nowin the hands of the 


Life Asseciation’s liquidator,the State Super- 
intendent of Insuranee, wil! not exceed 
$200,000. The litigation furnishes put 
another chapter of the remarkable 
history of life insurance management in St. 
Louis. The Columbia receiver takes the 
ground that the absorption of Columbia 
assets by the Life Association in this particu- 
lar instance was in fraud of the Columbia’s 
creditors. It is refreshing to note 
that with all the litigation between the re- 
ceivers of the wrecked companies the Col- 
umbia policv-holders have never received one 
cent of dividend and few expect everto re- 
cover one doilar from the saivage fund. 
Meanwhile the lawyers and the court’s 
ofiicers thrive and fatten upon the carcass.

A COWARDLY CUR. 


The Murderer of Annie Geyer Breaks 
Down in Court—Bellevilie News.

When the reading 
was concluded and he was asked to plead 
guilty or not guilty, he broke down and 
gave wayto hysterical sobs aud groans, and 
acted as if he would fall to the floor. Judge 
Watts then ordered him back to Jail. The 
scene really excited the disgustof every one 
present. The cowardly wretch who had the 
nerve to kill an innocent girl 
broke down in the presence of the court 
like a child.
